TEA IN THE HOUSES OF

ONLY CHINA TEA TEED. 

Dr. Shepard, the well-known Superiatenden; 
of the Pinehurst tes plantation in Bouth 
Carcling, U.S.A. in an articls oa Tea in ou 
Amorican journal, makes the following 
statoment :-—- : 

“Even in Great Britain there remains an 
important, if small, class of ‘tea drinkers, who 
will have none of the molorn, choking beverage 
styled “tea” by the-trade, but yet cling to those 
delicate sorts of tea which for hundreds of years 
have beon so highly prized by the conooissenrs 
({ tha Bast. ‘A striking illustration’ of this | 
fuct may bo fonnd in tho restaurant of the 
British Houses of Parliament, where only choite 
Chinego tons are t> be bad, and .o British-grown, 
SIthough the National Exchegner is yea ly 
enriched by 25,100,000 dollara from taxing the 
tea imported from tho British Colonies.”

LABOUR TROUBLE IN EAPAN. 


Instond of engaging coolies for transport 
purposes, ax was done during the Jopan-Chinu 
War, whenmenwho lost their employment by the 
stoppage of public works were able to transfer 
their services to the War Department, the 
Government decided that as few coolies as 
possible should be engaged for trunsport, which 
should he pluced in the hunds. of the Com: 
missuriat force. Tho decision seems to usu 
wiso one, says the Kebe Chronicle, for it will be 
remembered that during the Japan-China W ar 
tho coolies were found very. intractable and 
unamenable to discipline, und that atthe con- 
clusion of the war, coming back to Japan with 
considerable money in their pockets, they 
became for a time ceutres of disorder as they 
seattered throughout tha country. But the: 
determination that public works shall not only 
be suspended, but that the work of transport 
shall us far as possible be’ done by the Army 
itself, has of course still further depressed the 
unshilléd Inhonr market, ond intensified the 
struggle for existence among the very poor.

Chan-Chun was brought ap on a charge of |’ 
having on Lith June offered to Inspector R. G. |. 
MeEwen‘of the Sunitary Department a hribe of, 
$25 with u view fo induce him to omit reporting 
to hia superior ofleers. certain defects in the 
Limewashing of certain houses in Belcher Street, 

He pleaded not. guilty, and was defended by 
Mr. M. W. Slade, barrister-at-Inw (instructed 
ly. Mr. Otto Koug Sing, solicitor). 

The following jury was empavelled ;- -Mossrs 
J. W. White (foreman), A. Bryer, A. Ritchio, 
H. Gittins, A. G. I. Somerville, R. Hamilton 
and Choung Tin Yin, ? 

‘The Hon. Attorney:Gonoral, Sir Henry S. 
Berkely (instructed hy Mr. F. B. L. Bowley, 
Crown Solicitor), conducted : the prosecution. 
In his opening statement ho suid that defendant 
was a building contractor, and had a contract to 
limewash certain houses .in Kennedytown. 
It was tho duty of Inspector McEwen to 
inspect these houses, seo that they were pro- 
perly done, and report on the work to the 
propor quarter; that was to say, if tho work was 
not properly done he would have to report the 
fact to the detriment of thedefendant, On 13th 
June McEwen was instructed to report on this 
particular work, On the 14th he inspected the 
honsex, accompanied by tho defendant. Ho 
found what he considered to bo defects in the 
work: At half-pust eight the same night 
defendant went to Inspector McEwon's house 
and asked him what he was going to report 
about the work. ‘The inspector showed him a 
list containing the numbers of the houses which 
he considered had not bevn properly limewashed. 
Defendant asked McEwen to overlooke the 
‘defective work, intimating that‘ he would give 
him a present, whereapon -the inspector. 
rebuked him and said:he wonld lock him up. 
Defendant did not take this rebuke setioualy 
and proceeded to place on the table a roll of 
bank-notes for the inspector's aeceptance, a suin 
asking him not to report the defective work. 
Defendant took the money, and at tho same time 
took defendant into custody and hunded him and 
the money over to the police about ten o'clock 
the samo evening. He did not count the 
money, ‘There was no corroboration of the 
inspector's story except that when defendant 
was chargod with offering p bribe he said he did 
not suy anything and did not deny the charge. 
At the Mayistracy his counsel stated that he did 
not wish to say anything there. : 

Iuspector McEwen in the course’ of his evi. 
ence deposed that-he had just finished writing 
his report about these houses when the defendant | 
came to-his place. After. he showed him the re- 
port, from which he took some notes,:the defen - 
dant toldhim to tear id up and ho would give him 
komething to buy wine. Witnoss said he would 
lock him-up. When defendant put the money 
on the tuble witness sont his boy for 2 police: 
man, He waited about an hour and no policeman 
came. ‘Then he went to the window and blew 
his police, whistle. An Indian constable came 
and to him he handed over the defendant. telling 
He walked 
along with the constable abort 200 yards, when 
he mot the European sergeant, John Grant, 
with. whom he laid the charge against the 
defendant. During the time defondunt wes in 
his house the defendaut asked him soveral times 
to give him a chance, but witness did not reply 
or speak to him. ? 

Tho jury after hearing further evidence 
found the charge proven. as

Mr. Slade, who appeared for tho dofondaut 
(instructed by Mr. Kong Sing), objected to the 
indictment as insufficient in its terms, purticu- 
lurly with. regard to the words “ with’ reference 
to a coffee-house licence.” 

His Lordship said that when he first read the 
indictment the same matter struck him very 
forcibly. Itwasnot until he had read the deposi- 
tions that he could obtain any dofinite informa- 
tion as to the real details of tho offeuce for 
which the defendant was being tried. He 
had come to the couclusion that the words 
“with reference to a coffee-howse licence” 
were not sufficient to enable the defendant to: 
know the exact nature of the charge laid 
aguinst him. The defendant, he thought, was 
at a loss to know what particular act with 
regurd. to the coffee-house licence he was alloged 
to have been bribed to do. On these grounds 
he held the accounts of the indictment were: 
bad for want of certainty. He -suggested that 
the indictment should be amended to rend 
«with reference to procurings the forfeiture 
of the coffee-house liconce.” 

The indictment was oltered accordingly. 

Defendant pleaded not guilty,
